Dear Homemaker : 

It's beginning to feel like summer 
is fading away into autumn. If you 
still have some time and energy 
left for pickle making, try some 
Golden Mustard pickles.

Prepare vegetables, peel onions, 
cut cucumbers and cauliflower, Put 
into cold brine ('s cup salt to 1 qt. 
water). Add a pinch of alum. Allow 
to stand overnight. Drain and pre- 
pare sauce of other ingredients, first 
mixng mustard to a thin paste with 
a little cold vinegar. Combine to- 
gether and cook until thick. Add 
vegetables and @ook about 15 min- 
utes. Seal in sterilized jars. Yield:

WITH BIBLE STUDY ’ 


It is said, on the basis of statis- 
tics, that America has 8,000 new ba- 
bies for breakfast every morning. 
That is the rate of increase. These 
babies need a diet suitable to their 
age. 

This week, throughout Canada, 
the schoolg of our country re-open 
after two months of vacation time, 
Many are the new faces that this 
week begin their formal education 
— the three R's — reading, ‘riting 
and ‘rithmetic. 

But there is a fourth “R” that is 
religion. It has been the practice in 
our land, and a good one, that the 
teaching of religion be left in the 
hands of the Church and the home. 
God established this rule in days of 
old. 


To the children of Israei God 
said “And thou shalt teach them 
(the Words of God) diligently unto 
thy children, and shalt talk of them 
when thou sittest in thine house, 
and when thou walkest by the way, 
and when thou liest down, and when 
thou risest up." In the New Testa- 
ment God gave the charge thus:

GRASSING ROADSIDES: It is 
our earnest desire that newly-built 
roads with the ditches backsloped 
be seeded down to. grass iy as 
soon after the road building JOb is 
completed as it is practical to do. 

This can not always be accomp- 
lished the same year, as it takes 
time to work down the ground and 
prepare a good seed bed. About 
tuis time of year I receive enquiries 
about advice on the proper time to 
sved the grass. Grass should be 
seeded not later than August Ist 

This barely gives it time enough 
to establish a root system before 
freeze-up. If this has not been pos- 
».ble to do there is another course 
you may follow. Late in the fall, 
usually about the middle ci Q.- 
.ober, this grass can be seeded. It 
j;will not germinate any more this 
fall but will lie there and be ready 

» sprout early in the spring. 

There is a danger however, if 
iiere should happen to be a run- 
cf of water in the spring, some of 
tae grass seed Will be carried away. 
ihere is always a critical period of
